B. SURFACE TRANSPORTATION IN AFFECTED AREA 

VERY PRECARIOUS BECAUSE OF DAMAGE TO HIGHWAYS, ROADS, 

BRIDGES, DUE TO TORRENTIAL RAINS LAST WEEK, THE EARTHQUAKE 
ITSELF AND CONTINUOUS HEAVY AFTERNOON DOWNPOURS. 

C. AREAS AFFECTED ARE PRINCIPALLY ORIZABA - 

CORDOBA AND SURROUNDING SMALL TOWNS AND VILLAGES, SOME 
SCORE OF WHICH HEAVILY DAMAGED. ACCORDING TO OFFICIAL 
GOM SOURCES DEATHS NUMBER 558 AS OF EARLY AUGUST 30, WITH 
MORE THAN DOUBLE THAN NUMBER INJURED, AND THOUSANDS HOMELESS.
